A Soldier Calls Upon the Almighty to 
Paraljze Him—Was His Peti- 
tion Answered. 


P I T T S B U B O , Pa., Jan. 
—Ser^t. John 
Snyder, of company H, Twenty-second 
infantry, was in the city to-day en ronte 
to his post at Fort Lewis, Gol., from 
Washington, D. O., where he had taken 
an insane soldier. 
In speaking of the 
nnfortnnate soldier, the sergeant s«id: 


*'There is a pecnliar story connected 
with the man whom I took to Washing- 
ton. 
He had been in the service abont 
fifteen months, when he was laid np. 
One leg was swollen to an nnnsnal size 
and he had to remain in the hospital for 
a long time. 
Finally he got better and 
was prononnoed to be able for active ser- 
vice. 
As he left the hospital tent, he 
said: 'I hope that if I ever enter a hos- 
pital tent again, that the Almighty will 
paralyze me.' 


"Some time afterwards the man was 
again taken sick and removed to the 
hospital. 
One day he sprang from the 
tent, the moqt horrible looking object I 
ever saw; his features working in deipon- 
iacal convulsions and his eyes bulging 
almost out of his head. 
His comrades 
went to his relief and he was placed un- 
der the surgeon's care. 
But while he 
seemed in the greatest agony and his 
lips moved in frantic efforts to speak, he 
could not utter a syllable. 
He never 
spoke again and his tongue \eoame stiff 
and he was soon a raving maniac.^

petrified and perhaps turned to ooraL 


Whesleb is on the verge of death at 
his home in Malone, New York. 
If he 
dies there will be left just one man 
living who is or has been Vice Presi- 
dent. 
This is Hannibal Hamlin, now 
nearly 80 years old, who entered pub- 
life in 1843 as a member of Congress. 
There are, however, still living three 
men who have occupied approximately 
the position of Vice President. 
These 
are Thomas W. Ferry, Thomas F. Bay- 
ard, and George F. Edmunds—Ferry 
for eighteen months, Bayard for three 
days, and Edmunds for two years. 
These were all Presidents pro tem. of 
the Senate, and under the old law 
heirs-apparent to the Presidency for a 
short time. 
Candidates for the Presi- 
dency and Vice Presidency have thin- 
ned out remarkably within eighteen 
months. 
There have died George B. 
McClellan, Horatio Seymour, Samuel 
J. Tilden, and Winfield S. Hancock, 
Democratic candidates for the Presi- 
dency, and Charles O'Conor (straight 
Democrat, 1872). 
Of candidates for 
the Vice Presidency there have died 
B. Gratz Brown (Democratic, 1872), 
and Charles Francis Adams (Free Soil, 
1848). 
There are still living the fol- 
lowing notable gentlemen who have run 
for the Presidency on principal tickets: 
John C. Fremont, Republican, 1856; 
James G. Blaine, Bepublican. 1884. 
There are also living the following candi- 
dates for Vice President on principal 
t ckets: 
George H. Pendleton, Dem- 
ocrat, 1864; William H. English, Dem- 
ocrat, 1880; John A. Logan, Bepubli- 
can, 1884. 
The candidate that reaches 
farthest back in the century is Bev. 
Charles C. Foote, of Detroit, who was 
once Free Soil candidate for Vice Pres- 
ident. In 1852 Georgo W. Jnlian was 
candidate for Vice President on the 
same ticket. 
In 1872 Bev. John Bus- 
sell, of Michigan, was also a candidate 
for Vice President on the Prohibition 
ticket.

His sufferings and those of his men 
were depicted. 
He introduced the Bi- 
ble among the natives, and his request 
for missionaries 
from England was 
promptly granted. 
Speaking of the 
Congo, the speaker dwelt at length 
upon the obstacles in his path and the 
frequent skirmishes with natives. 
The 
numerous tributaries to the Congo were 
described at length. 
He humorously 
related how, after all his work being 
completed and when he was ready to re- 
turn to England, he foimd that the 
left bank of the Congo had been taken 
possession of by the French. 
He told 
of his plans to prevent them from seiz- 
ing the right bank of the river. 
In 
conchision, the speaker referred to In- 
dia and said its romance was ended. 
White people inhabit it, 235 miles of 
railroad are used, 12,000 miles of river 
are used by the steamers, and a cable 
sends news all over the world.

A DOMESnC FAVORITE. 


HISTORY O F T H E CAT FROM T H È 


EARLIEST TIMES. 


Origin of the Pet Names, **Tabb7" and 
"POM"—How tbe Ancients Worshiped 
(Tats—Their Old Time Use as Ketrler* 
•When They Were Not in Favor. 


Of all domestic animals there is, perhaps» 
not one which pooMsses so many warm 
friends and at the same time so many bitter 
enemies as the cat 
Nobody is simply indif- 
ferent to a cat. Every one either prises this 
household necessify very highly or else very 
cordially hates it. It must be admitted, how- 
ever, that the friends of the felis domestica 
vary largely outnumber its enemies. 
Aper- 
•on not particularly interested in cats is not 
apt to have noticed the great dissimilarity in 
the general build and markings of various 
cats. Without a doubt, the type which is 
given below is the one most frequently met 
with. .It is the animal whose midnight wail- 
Ings are so conducive to profemity on the part 
of the victims of the noctnmal serenade. 


The two epithets most commonly employed 
in reference to cats are "Tabby" and "f^ssy." 
These pet names have been handed down 
from generation to generation for so many 
centuries, and have been so generally ao- 
oepted, without question, by "Kittie's" ad- 
mirers, that they are now popularly supposed 
to have been originally applied by our fore- 
father^ to their domestic rat catchers as terms 
of endearment. This, however, is far from 
being correct 
"Tabby" was formed by drop- 
ping the initial vowel of the Turkish woM 
ntabi (old French tabis, Spanish tabi) a pecul- 
iar kind of watered silk, imported from Bai;- 
dad. The name was originally applied to 
cats on account of the strong resemblance of 
their coats to the Bagdad silk. This view is 
materially strengthened by the fact that the 
term "Tabby" was not employed in any of 
the countries wh£>re the (now) common type 
of cat was unknown. In such cases the do- 
mestic animal had, by crossing, come to so 
strongly resemble its wild relative that only a 
very fine distinction could be drawn between 
them 


The familiar title "Puss" has undoubtedly 
been handed down to us from the Egyptians, 
having been applied by them to their cat 
headed goddess, "Pasht," several figures of 
which may be seen in the British museum. 
The name, however, which the Egyptians 
most commonly applied to their cats was 
"Maou," which, being properly pronounced, 
is an almost exact imitation of the sounds 
produced by "Puss" when she wishes to show 
her affection for any one. 


There is no reliable record of the origin of 
the domestic cat, nor of the exact period at 
which it first became a member of the house- 
hold. Old monuments, drawings and mum- 
mied bodies, unearthed in Egypt, would seem 
to indicate that they were common there at 
least 500 years before the Christian era. They 
are also mentioned in some Sanskrit manu- 
script dating back to 300 B. C., but it is ex- 
tremely doubtful that the cat was known as 
a domestic animal to either the Assyrians, 
Greeks or early Hebrews. The early Greeks, 
it is true, employed animal? as rat oatchera, 
but these have been shown by Professor 
Rolleston to have been a variety of marten. 
Cats are represented on old Roman tombs 
and frescoes, the dates of which cannot be 
clearly determined. 


Cats were regarded with great veneration 
by many of the ancients, and by some of them 
were actually worshiped 
They were also, 
tuquestionably, employed as retriever^ for 
on the tomb of King Hanna, in the Necropo- 
lis of Thebes, there is a representation of the 
king standing in a boat killing water fowl 
with sticks, while his favorite cat, Boubaki, 
staads at his feet, e^dently watching for an 
opportunity to display his retrieving abili^. 
A similar painting in the same city, shows a 
cat with a water fowl in its mouth. 


In these days when cats are almost as na- 
tnerous as horses, it seems strange that at any 
time it should have been deemed necessary to 
protect them by law. 
But such was the case 
in Britain, where great value was set ;upon 
the cats, which in all probability 
were 
originally imported from Rome. There were 
regular penalties for destroying the animals, 
gittded according to the age of the feline. 


One of the most common (although by no 
means strongest) arguments urged against 
making pets of cats is that they care nothing 
for persons—loving only places. This line of 
reasoning, it must be admitted, seems to lack 
the great essential of truth. 
Cases are nu- 
merous where a cat has recognized the step of 
ber master when returning after a consider- 
able absence. Besides which, in almost every 
family, if one will closely observe, he cannot 
fidl to notice that "Tabby" invariably has 
certain favorites in the familv circle, whose 
slightest nod she will promptly and cheer- 
fully obey; while the simple approach of 
afttng other member of the household, with 
whom she is just as well acquainted, will be 
•ofQcient to cause her back to arch and ber 
tail stand erect as she sullenly backs under a 
ooQvenient table or chair. 


The cat, like everything else, has at differ- 
ent periods of its history been caressed and 
pMed by almost every one, whUe at other 
ttanes it has almost suffered extinction 
ttnmch 
its ten^Mnucy aiipopularity. But it ia 


human nature to lavish affection nponsomt 
animal or some thing, and this probably ao* 
counts f<»> the great mutual affection which 
seems to exist invariably betwem a q>inster 
(or, to use a harsher term, old maid,) and her 
cat 


It is not easy to obtain the full confidence 
of a cat, although it is a particularly light 
task to forfeit i t But, after having n^de 
friends with "Pussy," you may, without any 
difficulty whatever, maintain your pleasant 
relations with her, provided you never at» 
tempt to "play tricks" upon her. One act of 
treachery is sufficient to forever alienate the 
affections of a cat 


The cat is just now looking up in Great 
Britain, where a big cat show has lately been 
held at the Crystal palace. The tabbies whose 
portraits we publish were prize winners at 
this exhibition, and careful study of their 
"points" will show that "blood will tell," even 
incata
